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CASH is to be splashed out on 
improving the lives of Haver¬ 
hill residents. 

Nine groups are to get a share of 
a £75,000 windfall provided by 
Haverhill Partnership for com¬ 
munity projects. 

The schemes include: 

■ a green bike project which will enable 
residents to borrow bicycles to get fit, 
visit local venues and meet friends 

■ an outdoor gym which will be free 
and available to use every day of the 
year 

■ a home visiting and telephone 
befriending service for elderly residents 

■ an information day for older people 
and their families to find out more 
about the services available to them. 
This event is due to take place next 
Thursday in the Haverhill Leisure 
Centre. 

■ the recruitment and training of 
additional youth workers to provide 
more activities for young people 

■ cookery courses for older single men 

■ a drop-in centre on the Clements 
Estate where residents in need of extra 
support can access the Foodbank and 
advice as well as use the internet and 
telephone free of charge. The centre is 
due to open at the beginning of May.

Antiques warehouse 
plan wins approval 


PLANS to convert part of a 
three-storey antiques 
warehouse into a separate 
home have been approved 
by planners, despite a 
number of objections. 

The revised plan approved is to 
convert part of Clare Antiques in 
Makings Lane, Clare, from retail 
to residential use and to build an 
extension with a pitched roof. 

The plan has met opposition 
from neighbours, the parish 
council and a conservation 
group. 

The application by Robert 
Marchant was approved by 
members of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s development 
control committee. 

Clare Parish Council objected 
to the plan on grounds that 
parking provision was in¬ 
appropriate, using the adjoining 
Clare Country Park car park. 

The Clare Society raised 
concerns that the higher roof line 
could reduce daylight and

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sunlight to adjoining properties, 
particularly in Boathouse Mews 
and Makings Lane. 

It also questioned whether two 
skylights planned for the 
extension would overlook 
neighbouring properties and said 
a second floor window would 
overlook properties and should 
not be needed with the skylights. 

A letter from the group also 
stated: “Car parking is an 
important issue for all Clare 
residents. We note that for this 
property the applicant shows the 
country park car park as the 
solution to this problem. 
However, we would be dead 
against any arrangement that 
created a precedent by giving this 
property’s resident more 
attractive parking terms in the 
county park car park than what is 
available to all Clare residents. 
This application should not go 
forward unless this parity parking 


criteria is met.” 

The conservation officer was 
concerned that existing sized 
windows were inadequate as a 
means of escape and called for a 
more accessible type to be used. 

Five letters of support and four 
of objection were received. One 
from the artistic director and 
manager of the antiques centre 
said the plan would reduce the 
size of the retail area, which had 
become too large, and improve 
the appearance of Makings Lane. 
Neighbours who objected had 
concerns about access, parking 
and possible loss of light or 
overlooking. 

In recommending approval, 
the planning officers said it was a 
very large building and the loss of 
retail space would not be 
significant. 

It would preserve and enhance 
the former 19th century mill 
building and the impact on 
neighbours, parking provision or 
highway safety would not be 
significant. 
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Retail site plan may hit 
traders, say councillors

CONCERNS about the impact a 
planned retail complex could have 
on Haverhill town centre shops 
have been raised by councillors. 

Members of Haverhill Town Council’s 
planning committee heard a presentation 
on Tuesday from William Jewson, of HPG 
Developments, which bought the six-acre 
former Project Office Furniture site in 2008. 
It plans to transform it with a family rest¬ 
aurant, an electrical store, furniture store, 
other retail units and small business units at 
the rear. 

Cllr Mary Martin was supported by the 
rest of the committee in expressing concerns 
about the predominant retail element of the 
plan and questioned whether there was a 
need for the small business units, alongside 
others already in the town. 

She said: “I am concerned about the 
impact that will have on the town centre and 
the people who are selling electrical goods 
there. I have got concerns about one 
particular area, Queen Street.” 

But Mr Jewson said: “St Edmundsbury 
have already told us that we have got to 
demonstrate that it's not going to compete 
with the town centre.” 

He said the developers wanted to 
complement existing businesses in the town 
and that it was likely that tenants on the site 
would sell bulky items, such as sofas, 
carpets and white goods. 

Town clerk Gordon Mussett said there 
were concerns about the plan, which was 
contrary to Local Plan policy, where the site 
was zoned for light industrial use. He also 
believed it did not comply with Government 
policy on testing for out-of-town shopping 
centres, which said other sites nearer to 
town centres should be considered first. 

He said: “These businesses are all going to 
be competing with the town centre in 
different ways. There was general concern 
that it would detract from the town centre. 

“The developers freely admitted it would 
not be the kind of site that people would 
walk to from the town centre. They felt it 
would stop people driving to other towns 
such as Bury St Edmunds and Cambridge 
and that people might make a separate 
journey into the town centre while they were 
there.” 

A planning application has yet to be 
submitted to St Edmundsbury Council and 
the town council will raise its concerns when 
consulted.

£6,000 cash lifeline handed to HAVO 


A CASH-STRAPPED group 
which supports voluntary 
organisations has been given a 
£6,000 lifeline. 

Suffolk county councillor 
Phillip French handed over a 
cheque to Mick Smith, 
chairman of the Haverhill 
Association of Voluntary 
Organisations (HAVO), after 
gaining special dispensation to 
take it from his Locality Fund. 
Cllr French said the cash was 
usually used to fund worthwhile 
capital projects in their local 
area only. 

But he felt so strongly that 
HAVO, which could be forced to 
fold if it cannot find other 
funding sourced, should be 
retained that he asked for 
permission to help the group 
and become a trustee. 

Mr Smith said the funding 
would give the group a one- 
year reprieve. It has also been 
helped with a year’s free use of 


offices at St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Lower 
Downs Slade site. 

But HAVO still needs to find 
alternative funding to secure its 
long term future. 

Mr Smith said: “I wish to 
thank all those individuals who 
have been so supportive of 
HAVO through its time of 
financial crisis. 

“Because of this support, the 
borough council has reviewed 
its former decision to withdraw 
all grant aid to HAVO and allow 
us one more year to try to find 
sustainable funding streams 
that will keep HAVO going into 
the future. 

“You don’t know how 
wonderful this feels, how 
motivated we now are to get on 
and continue to make a 
difference in Haverhill.”

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Fatal fall from window was ‘accident’ 



AN ELDERLY widow who 
fell to her death from her 
bedroom window was 
the victim of a tragic 
accident, a coroner has 
ruled. 

Greater Suffolk Cor¬ 
oner Dr Peter Dean 
recorded a verdict of 
accidental death at an 
inquest on Tuesday on 
Betty Robson, 89, of 
Lower Road, Hundon, 
who died in February. 

At the documentary 
inquest, with no wit¬ 
nesses present, Dr Dean 
said the death was clearly 
a tragic accident. 

He said: “It appears 


that she had possibly 
fallen out of bed and 
against a background of 
confusion, tragically to 
have fallen from the bed¬ 
room window with very 
sad consequences.” 

Mrs Robson had lived 
in Hundon all her life, 
and lived alone since 
1991 when her husband 
died. Her son Hugh visit¬ 
ed daily and had seen her 
on the night before she 
died, when she appeared 
to be in good spirits. 

At 7.10am the next 
morning, Mrs Robson 
was found in the front 
garden by her paperboy, 


who called for help, but 
paramedics who attend¬ 
ed were unable to revive 
her. 

Detective Sargeant 
Andrew Futter, who 
investigated the death, 
said bedding was turned 
down on Mrs Robson’s 
bed and there were blood 
splatters on the back of 
the bedroom door and 
the carpet. Fingerprints 
on the outside of the 
window were identified 
as Mrs Robson’s and he 
concluded that she might 
have fallen down in the 
bedroom and in her 
confusion exited through 


the window, sustaining 
fatal injuries in the fall. 

The paperboy, who 
was not named due to his 
young age, was said to 
have been traumatised by 
finding Mrs Robson, who 
he had spoken to the day 
before. 

Mrs Robson had been 
diagnosed with Alz¬ 
heimer’s for which she 
was taking medication, 
but her condition seem¬ 
ed to be getting steadily 
worse. A pathologist 
report confirmed that she 
had suffered a head 
injury and died from 
serious blood loss.

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Is the growth trend 
going to continue? 



T HERE is understandable 
scepticism whenever 
commentators herald the 
“green shoots of recovery” in 
relation to the current economic 
downturn. 

But if house prices are anything to 
go by there has been a marked 
upturn in the property market in the 
past 12 months, according to the 
latest quarterly house price index 
report from the Nationwide. 

The first quarter of 2010 saw 
prices rise almost everywhere across 
the UK and the average change from 
the previous quarter was an increase 
of 1.6 per cent. 

The market rose more sharply in 
East Anglia - defined as 
Cambridgeshire, Peterborough, 
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Suffolk and Norfolk in the report - 
where the quarterly increase was 1.9 
per cent. 

That put the average value of a 
house at £162,041 for the region, an 
increase of 12.5 per cent compared 
with the first quarter of 2009. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s 
chief economist, said: “The first 
quarter of 2010 saw continued 
house price growth across most UK 
regions and all regions saw an 
improvement in their annual rate of 
change. 

“For the UK as a whole, prices 
rose by 1.6 per cent in the quarter, 
leading to an increase in annual 


growth rate from 3.4 per cent in the 
final quarter of 2009 to 8.8 per cent. 

“Over the past five years, house 
prices in London have risen by 20 
per cent while those in the rest of 
the UK have risen by just 5 per cent 
on average.” 

A further breakdown of the figures 
for Nationwide-defined East Anglia 
region showed house prices in 
Cambridgeshire, excluding 
Peterborough, rose by 9 per cent in 
the first quarter of 2010 compared to 
the equivalent quarter in 2009. 

The average price of a house in 
the county now stands at £194,263. 
And while prices may have fallen in 
2008 and 2009, that price represents 
an increase of 96 per cent on the 
price 10 years ago. 

lohn Pocock, managing director of 
Pocock and Shaw, which has offices 
in Cambridge, Newmarket and Ely, 
said the Nationwide’s 9 per cent 
annual increase for Cambridgeshire 
was a fair reflection of all segments 
of the property market during the 
past 12 months. 

He said: “That 9 per cent increase 
has been right across the board and 
there have been greater increases in 
the city centre houses than in other 
areas. 

“The increase is down to one 
thing only. That one thing is the 


dramatic shortage of property on 
the market and that has been the 
case for the past year. 

“There is still an acute shortage 
and prices will rise as long as that 
shortage remains - and that 
shortage is right across the board. 

“I can’t see anything but a 
continuation of the current trends in 
the next quarter.” 

He said the increase in the stamp 
duty threshold to £250,000 for first¬ 
time buyers, announced in the 
Budget, would make “very little 
difference” to the market. 

Simon Gardner, managing 
director of Tucker Gardner, agreed 
broadly with the 9 per cent annual 
increase. 

He said: “We’ve seen a bounce and 
the city seems to be quite a hot spot 
at the moment. 

“When times were really tough, 
we were in the doldrums and it was 
hard to get people to part with 
money. But we are now at the levels 
of a couple of years ago, prior to the 


downturn. Over the last month, we 
have seen more properties coming 
on the market but they get taken up 
very quickly.” 

He said the general election may 
lead some people to wait and see 
who takes power before deciding on 
a property market move. 

In contrast to Cambridgeshire, 
house prices in Peterborough 
dropped 3 per cent in the last 
quarter and are now 3 per cent lower 
than this time last year, with an 
average property priced at £144,790. 

House prices in Suffolk are up 8 
per cent year-on-year and the 
average stands at £175,558. For 
Hertfordshire, the yearly increase is 
9 per cent and the average house 
now costs £252,229. And for North 
Essex, an 8 per cent annual increase 
puts the average price up to 
£199,096. 

The average house price for the 
UK is now £162,887, 8.8 per cent 
higher than it was in the first quarter 
of 2009.

Savings to 
be be made 


Sir, I write in regards to the 
proposals by Suffolk County 
Council (SCC) for not only the 
new unnecessary Westfield 
Primary School, but also the 
elderly people’s home to be built 
at the soon to be redundant 
Chalkstone Middle School site 
(Community groups call for use of 
school sites - Weekly News, April 
1 ). 

A sum in the region of £80,000 is 
being proposed to be spent on 
purchasing a piece of land off 
Chalkstone Way for the now 
unnecessary Westfield Primary 
School, with another sum in the 
region of £4.5 million for the 
building, which would for some 
reason, include a bit of a shack for 
Samuel Ward on its site, which 
makes me wonder how that was 
wangled as Samuel Ward is not a 
new school and they do not have 
their own budget. 

It does not take much to work out, 
and I believe that other residents 
have previously commented on it, 
all that is needed is for the soon to 
be redundant Chalkstone Middle 
School site to be used, following 
the schools organisation review, 
by Westfield Primary School. 

The current Chalkstone Middle 
School, building and site is able to 
accommodate the increased roll 
numbers of Westfield Primary 
School, plus there would be 
provision to accommodate a 
special needs unit on the same 
site without overcrowding. 
Therefore, there is no need to have 
a new unnecessary Westfield 
Primary School when an adequate 
building and site are currently 
available. 

As for the new elderly care home, 
with special mention of the word 
dementia - and goodness knows 
how much this will cost, this can 
be sited at the soon to be 
redundant current Westfield 
Primary School site. There is 
adequate site provision there to 
accommodate this and the 
outlook in terms of the view is 
better than the Chalkstone Middle 
School site. 

With the March hare season now 
finished, hopefully that will put an 
end to some of the Mad Hatter’s 
tea parties which may have taken 
place to discuss some of these 
unnecessary objectives and 
unnecessary proposals and dare I 
say, a bit of common sense will 
prevail regarding the unnecessary 
proposed spending of extortionate 
sums of the taxpayers’ money. 

With the money saved, this can go 
into the kitty of the SCC western 
area Highways department so they 
have an adequate budget to 
improve the road conditions in 
Haverhill, so there will be no 
excuse then for not filling in the 
pot holes which seem to be 
occurring.

Community team marks first birthday 


A DEDICATED hospice team 
which Weekly News 
readers helped to fund has 
just celebrated its first 
anniversary. 

Since it was launched 12 
months ago, the 
community hospice team at 
St Nicholas Hospice Care 
has provided support to 
more than 1,500 people in 
their own homes. 

A Weekly News appeal 
raised £40,000 in just over 
a year to help set up the 
scheme in the Haverhill 
area, with a key focus on 
people living with life- 
threatening conditions 
receiving specialist care in 
their own homes. 

Through the team’s 


dedicated approach, 
patients have been able to 
remain at home with loved 
ones surrounded by special 
possessions while family 
members have been given 
much-needed respite. 

Trevor Farrington, who 
heads the team, said: “I am 
very proud of the 
achievements of the 
community hospice team in 
the last year. 

“Importantly, we 
continue to make a real 
difference to patients and 
their carers through the 
leadership of the clinical 
nurse specialists and the 
out-of-hours input by our 
nursing assistants. 

“We work closely with 


various agencies including 
GPs, district nurses and 
local hospitals to provide 
the greatest amount of care 
possible in a patient’s 
home. 

“But this is only the start 
and we are now looking to 
continue and improve the 
service.” 

The community hospice 
team was set up last March 
to give people across West 
Suffolk and Thetford 
greater choice in how and 
where they wanted to be 
treated at the end of their 
lives. 

Its immediate future was 
secured in January with a 
£316,545 grant from the 
Big Lottery Fund which 


covered core running costs 
of the service. 

Mr Farrington added: 
“For patients and their 
families to allow you into 
their home is a privilege 
and we aim to give them as 
much support as we can. 

“As a team, we strive to 
ensure patients and their 
family members feel 
involved in decision¬ 
making and in control of 
the care they receive. 

“So many vulnerable 
patients prefer to receive 
care in their home, close to 
loved ones and comforting 
possessions, and the whole 
community hospice team 
aims to achieve this where 
possible.” 


Cash help for 
hospice care 


A HOSPICE which serves 
West Suffolk is celebrating 
a £156,730 grant from the 
Department of Health to 
improve its facilities. 

The funding for St Nicholas 
Hospice Care at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds is part of the Department 
of Health’s care strategy to pro¬ 
vide high quality care for adults 
approaching the end of their life. 

It will directly benefit hund¬ 
reds of terminally ill patients and 
their families from the West 
Suffolk and Thetford area, as well 
as the 500 plus volunteers and 
staff members who work with 
the organisation. 

The cash will be used to up¬ 
grade rehabilitation and thera¬ 
peutic facilities at the hospice, 
including its gardens, equip¬ 
ment, information centre and 
chapel. 

Barbara Gale, chief executive, 
said: “We are absolutely delight-

ed at this fantastic news. We’ve 
wanted to make these improve¬ 
ments for a very long time and 
now thanks to the Department 
of Health and our very talented 
grants officer who wrote the 
application, we can put our 
plans in motion. 

“Although hospice care is 
more than just a building - with 
many services being provided in 
people’s homes - the building 
itself gives an important physical 
presence in the community.” 

Thanks to the grant, a dedi¬ 
cated consulting room will be 
built, large enough to accomm¬ 
odate a bed so patients and their 
families can speak to doctors in 
a private environment. 

Services offered by Orchard 
Day Therapy will also be im¬ 
proved with a refurbishment, 
new equipment and new 


developments providing patients 
with rapid access to physio¬ 
therapy and staff the oppor¬ 
tunity to see more people. 

The hospice will also move its 
current chapel to create a quiet 
and reflective ‘spiritual area’ 
while improvements will also be 
made to its current information 
centre and award-winning gar¬ 
dens, which have not been 
redeveloped since the hospice 
building was open in 1993. 

Barbara added: “We want all 
our patients, including those 
with multiple complex needs, to 
benefit from the highest quality 
of care possible in a comfortable, 
safe and welcoming setting, 
using high quality equipment. 

“However wonderful this 
award is, we always need the 
continual support of the com¬ 
munity to pay for the running 
costs of the hospice and ask the 
community to keep supporting 
us as wonderfully as they do.”

A 
champion for respect and fair 
treatment, she cares passionately 
about the quality of service provided 
to the people of Suffolk. 

“At a personal level I am very 
grateful for the support she has given 
me as Chief Constable.” 

The new chairman will be elected at 
the annual meeting of the authority on 
Friday, April 23.

Spotlight on the 
code breaker 


Swept away by sound 
of Chord’s harmonies

THEATRE-GOERS have the chance to 
see a play about the life and work of a 
national hero whose personal lifestyle 
led to public humiliation and personal 
unhappiness. 

Breaking the Code, by Hugh 
Whitemore, is based on the book Alan 
Turing, The Enigma about the 
Bletchley Park wartime Enigma hero. 
Arguably the founder of computer 
science, original thinker and 
mathematical genius, Turing 
developed a decoding machine that 
enabled Britain to crack the secret 
wartime codes of the German Enigma 
system. His work, and that of his 
colleagues, saved hundreds of 
thousands of lives and helped prevent 
Nazi domination of half the globe. 
Turing was publicly feted by Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill and 
awarded the OBE after the Second 
World War. 

Turing knew Cambridge well. He was 
a graduate of Kings College in 1931 
and made a Fellow in 1935. The 
college has its own commemorative 
archive. Much in the news last year, 
Bletchley Park Trust was awarded 
Heritage Lottery funding that should 
secure the future of this national 
museum. A statue of Alan Turing was 
unveiled there in 2007. 

In September 2009 the Prime Minister 
was persuaded to issue a 
posthumous public apology to Turing. 
Had Turing lived now there would 
have been no persecution and his 
life's work would not have been cut 
short.

CLASH OF THE TITANS (12A, 106 
mins) Action. Sam Worthington, 
Gemma Arterton, Mads 
Mikkelsen, Liam Neeson, Ralph 
Fiennes, Alexa Davalos, Liam 
Cunningham, Vincent Regan, 
Polly Walker, Pete Postlethwaite.

DIRECTOR Louis Leterrier updates 
the 1981 swords and sandals epic 
based on Greek mythology, made 
famous by Ray Harryhausen’s stop- 
motion creatures. 

With all of the new-fangled 
technology at his disposal, Leterrier 
bombards the screen with computer¬ 
generated giant scorpions, flying 
demons, a slithering Medusa and a 
gargantuan Kraken. 

However, all of that slick digital 
trickery cannot replace the 
personality or the wonder of 
Harryhausen’s painstakingly-crafted 
models. 

The title may be the same but this 
Clash Of The Titans lacks excitement 
and soul, and the climactic battle with 
the hellish sea monster is a huge 
anticlimax. 

Sam Worthington, last seen as the 
paraplegic hero \n Avatar, perfects a 
macho scowl as mankind’s reluctant 
saviour but there is scant indication 
of the grief that drives his character. 

A romantic subplot with Gemma 
Arterton’s spiritual guide is so slow 
burning it barely catches fire and the 
script doesn’t generate a sense of 
dramatic urgency despite the 


imminent threat to the city of Argos. 
As a baby, Perseus (Worthington) is 
rescued from the sea by fisherman 
Spyros (Postlethwaite) and his family, 
unaware that he is actually the demi¬ 
god son of Zeus (Neeson). 

Hades (Fiennes), the god of the 
underworld who intends to usurp 
Zeus on Mount Olympus, causes the 
death of Perseus’s new family and 
the grief-stricken young man vows 
revenge. 

He gets his chance when Hades 
curses Argos and its rulers, Kepheus 
(Regan) and Cassiopeia (Walker), 
and threatens to unleash the Kraken 
upon the city unless they sacrifice 
beautiful daughter Andromeda 
(Davalos) to the behemoth. If Perseus 
can slay the Kraken, Hades will be 
weakened enough for him to strike a 
fatal blow. 

However, to defeat such a powerful 
foe, Perseus must seek counsel with 
the Stygian witches, accompanied by 
Argon warrior Draco (Mikkelsen) and 
his men. 

Clash Of The Titans is a series of 
mediocre action sequences, glued 
together by scenes on Olympus 
between Zeus and a conniving 
Hades. 

Unusually, the 3D adds nothing to the 
visceral experience. 

Considering the premium levied on 
3D tickets, you are advised to save 
the pounds for the concessions stand 
and watch the 2D version instead.

Forget deterrents - get a 
fence up to keep out deer 


T hey may look cute and cuddly 
but muntjac deer are the bane 
of many gardeners’ lives, mine 
included. 

Over the years in my garden the 
natives of southeast Asia have 
stripped rose bushes of buds, 
chewed their way through shrubs 
and perennials and made divots in 
my lawn with their hooves. 

A new Government survey asking 
people to record sightings of foreign 
invaders, including the muntjac, in a 
bid to control their population may 
have come too late for many 
gardeners with already-mined plots. 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
now receives almost as many 
inquiries about deer as it does about 
rabbits, another prime garden pest, 
and while there are a number of 
deterrents on the market, the only 
one guaranteed to work long term is 
a 6ft fence around your garden. 

Only red and roe deer are native - 
there are also fallow, sika, muntjac 
and Chinese water deer. However, 
fallow, roe and muntjac deer are the 
species most likely to be 
encountered across the UK. 

Both muntjac and roe are 
territorial and their numbers have 
spread in urban gardens due to a 
reduction in their own natural

habitat and the steady rise in then- 
population. 

David Kenyon, of the British Deer 
Society, says: “The problem with 
muntjac is that they are fairly 
indiscriminate as to what they will 
eat in your garden. 

“They will go for anything, while 
roe deer are browsers who will eat 
your roses first and then work down 
the chain. They are more selective.” 

Muntjac may be the smallest deer 
in the UK, but they can do a lot of 
damage. 

“If you see one-inch slots (hoof 
marks) in the lawn, a deer may have 
been there digging up the lawn to get 
to the more nutritious roots 
underneath,” Kenyon adds. 

No-one knows exacdy how many 
deer there are in the UK but the Deer 


Society estimates it could be around 
1.5 million. 

They will gobble up rare orchids 
and do untold damage to new 
shoots in woodland, destroying both 
young trees and beautiful forest 
flowers such as bluebells. 

Males (bucks) will mb the bark 
from the main stem and leave it 
hanging in tatters. 

If shoots and stems are bitten 
through, leaving a clean mark on 
one side and a ragged edge on the 
other - a result of their lack of 
incissors on the upper jaw - it’s likely 
to be deer. 

There are no plants that muntjac 
won’t touch, although there are 
some they like least, says Kenyon. 

They’re not so keen on camellia, 
cistus, hellebore, hosta, hydrangea, 
lavender, poppies and sedum, while 
they do like geraniums, sweet 
Williams, clematis and, of course, 
roses. But if they’re starving they’ll 
eat anything. 

If you want to preserve the 
balance of nature, you could grow 
alternative food for the deer, 
allowing an area at the end of your 
garden to be devoted to brambles, 
rowan, dandelion, campion and 
yarrow. Hopefully the deer will prefer 
these to your favourite roses. 


Damage is most common on new, 
succulent spring growth or in winter 
when other food sources are scarce. 

There are a number of deterrents 
on the market. You could try scare 
tactics by having a motion detector 
attached to a sprinkler or by planting 
strong-smelling plants. But these 
options have only limited success 
rates. 

“There are lots of so-called 
deterrents such as human hair, lion 
dung and gendemen’s urine, which 
may work for a day but not for much 
longer. Scarecrows only work short¬ 
term because the deer become used 
to them,” says Kenyon. 

People are also advised to not set 
their dogs on the muntjacs in a bid 
to frighten them away as the family 
pet could come off worse if it corners 
a buck with five-inch antlers. 

Kenyon adds: “It is difficult for the 
domestic gardener to live alongside 
wild deer. If you live in the 
countryside it might be possible but 
if you have a small garden and they 
get used to you, they will become 
brave enough to nip off your pot 
roses outside your back door.” 

The sooner you get that fence up, 
the better.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I j Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
fj unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 



ON MOVING DAY: 


J Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

□ Take down curtains. 

Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

Turn off electric appliances. 

□ Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

□ Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

□ Lock all doors. 

Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

Post-Budget fuel prices 
edge towards new high 


PETROL prices have 
edged closer to a 
record high this week 
after motorists were hit 
with a 1 p a litre fuel 
duty increase. 

The rise takes prices 
from an average of 
117.8p a litre to just 
under 119p — almost 
up to the record of 
119.7p reached in 
2008. 

The pain could have 
been even greater for 
road users if 
Chancellor Alistair 
Darling had not 
decided to introduce 
the near-3p fuel duty 
rise-which began last 
week-in three stages. 

Drivers will now pay 
an extra Ip, a further 
Ip in October and 
another 0.76p next 
January. 

RAC motoring 
strategist Adrian Tink 


said: “Motorists are 
currently seeing petrol 
prices rise on a daily 
basis. This fuel duty 
increase is only going 
to add to the misery as 
motorists see their 
hard-earned cash 
swallowed up at the 
pumps. 

“Worryingly, it’s now 
a case of when, rather 
than if, the record 
petrol prices will be 
broken. The Chancellor 
had the opportunity to 
give motorists a bit of 
respite but has only 
staggered the pain 
rather than ease it.” 

The fuel duty rise will 
mean that petrol has 
risen by lip a litre 
since the start of the 
year. The RAC said this 
equated to around 
£121 extra in fuel 
costs for the average 
car.

BRITAIN’S young motorists 
may drive faster and have 
more accidents than older 
road users but they appear 
to perform better than their 
European counterparts, 
according to a survey this 
week. 

While 24 per cent of British 
drivers aged under 25 admit to 
significantly speeding on motor¬ 
ways, the European young driver 
average for this type of offence is 
38 per cent, the poll by 
insurance company Axa found. 

Although 35 per cent of 
under-25s in Britain drive too 
fast in built up areas, the 
European average is as high as 
52 per cent. 

The poll also found that while 
18 per cent of Europe’s young 
drivers - and as many as 34 per 
cent in Portugal - will drive after 
consuming more than two 
alcoholic drinks, only 5 per cent 
of Britain’s young motorists do. 

The Axa poll of 8,000 drivers 
from 10 European countries also 
showed: 

■ Across Europe, 32 per cent of 
young drivers will overtake on a 
solid white line, compared with 


One-third of young UK motorists 
drive too fast - it’s half in Europe 


13 per cent of British young 
drivers; 

■ 12 per cent of British young 
drivers will overtake on the 
inside lane of the motorway 
compared with an average of 16 
per cent in Europe; 

■ British young drivers are just 
above average when it comes to 
going through an amber light, 
with 77 per cent admitting to 
this against the European 
average of 76 per cent; 

■ When it comes to driving for 
long periods (more than two 
hours) without a break, 59 per 
cent of young drivers in Britain 
have done so against a European 
average of 58 per cent; 

■ Motorists in Britain aged 
under 25 are more than 30 per 
cent less likely to make an 
accident claim than those of a 
similar age in France or Spain 
and around 25 per cent less 
likely to make a claim than 
under-25s in Germany; 

■ 49 per cent of Britons polled 


felt measures involving young 
drivers, such as raising the age 
when young people can begin to 
drive, are important for road 
safety. 

Axa Insurance motor director 
Craig Staniland said: “Young 
drivers are a concern for 
insurers and this research 
clearly shows that in key areas, 
such as speeding, young drivers 
are more likely to indulge in 
dangerous behaviours than 
others and more work needs to 
be done to educate them about 
the risks. 

“However, in Britain we do 
seem to be performing better 
than our European neighbours 
and as a whole seem to be more 
concerned about the issues 
surrounding young drivers. 

“We would like to see a return 
to what younger drivers might 
see as old-fashioned values 
where there is more courtesy 
and respect on Britain’s roads,” 
he concluded.

But the weather may have the final word and 
club chairman Steven Woodley said: “The 
ground is still a bit wet.
